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In this year of grace, 1917, the Can- 
adian Confederation has reached the 
haif contury mark, While this period 
is a comparatively brief one in the 
history of a nation, it has been @ most 
important epoch With the people of 
Canada as we have been and are shap- 
ing the destinies of a new land 

On the occasion of our fiftieth an 
niversary it is fitting to give a brief 
backward glance oer the road by 
whieh we have come, things whicn 
have influenced our journey and a 
survey of where we stand, 

Influences 

What we are a people is, the 
result of so many fore ana influénees 
that it would be a very wise man who 
could classify them, We, like all other 
peoples, are influenced by agencies 
over which we have no control and 
which have a mighty bearing on our 
development and destiny, Men can, 
but slightly change the face of nature, 
and nowithstanding all he can do in 
that connection the climate, water- 
courses, Mountains, plain and deserts 
remain unchangeable facts to which 


he must accommodate himgelf, Physi- 
cal agencies greatly influence the 
character and progress of a people. 


Of these physical agencies it has been 
said that climate, soil and the general 
aspects of nature are the most im- 
portant, 
Climatic Agencies 

As to the physical agencies of cli- 
mate and soil, the Canadian people 
are greatly influenced by these extern- 
als. By reason of our vast extent of 
territory, development is taking place 
under dissimilar conditions as to soil 
and to a lesser degree as to climate. 
Our products of the soil are, through- 
out the Dominion, those peculiar to 
the colder parts of the temperate zones 
A comparative uniformity of climate 
and a uniformity in the food supply 


accempanies «a uniformity in many 
other directions, such as customs, 
manner, institutions and naimeless 


other qualities which help to make up 
the sum total of living. One benetit 
of this uniformity is that our people 
easily accommodate themselves to new 
homes throughout this vast country, 
Of all the results thet are produced 
amongst a people by the climate and 
soil the accummulation of wealth 1 
the earliest and in some respects the 


most important. Our elimate, especi 
ally in this Western Country with its 
extreme cold in the winter months, 
prevents productive labor from being 
earried forward on thie nd for a 


considerable portion of the year. This 
extreme cold and the shortne of the 
days subject the worker to a condition 
under which he is unable to pursue 
settled habits of daily industry 
throughout the year In a more tetiee 
perate climate such drawbacks do not 
exist Our climate, while it enforcer 
abstinence from productive work on 
the land during a rather unusually 
logg period of the year, has not left 
us without advantages, as our remain 
ing months are of a character well 
fitted for the comfort of the worker, 
and even the eeverity of the winter 
assists by chemical action in the pre- 
paration of the soil for the crops, 
\ Comparison 

People living in a climate such as 
ours are alway active, industrious 
and intelligent 
and virtues of the Scotch and of the 
Seandinavians ~ with thote or the 
people living in the warm latitudes of 
Southern Europe. Although asa mat 
ter of climate our productive season

short,, it is nevertheless, quite ample 
for seed time and harvest, and the soil 
being excellent. on the whole, these 
two physical agencies are of a char- 
acter for whicen we have need to be 
thankful, The productivéness of the 
soll being far in excess of our con- 
sumption there is an accumulation 
each year of a surplus of wealth. This 
surplus and our enforced leisure peri- 
od are important factd®s in our na- 
tional deveiopment, as combined they 
furnish the means and the time for 
the pureuit of knowledge, 
The Prairies 

Again, speaking particularly of our 
prairie country, there is reason to be 
thankful in the fair distribution of 
the wealth that is produced, Bach 
year the land produces new wealth. 
This goes into the hands of the many. 
Those who work and produce do so 
mostly for themselves, This tendency 
of this is to create a more uniform 
independence amongst the people. 
This in turn has and will have a most 
important influence on the social and 
political progress of our péople. Ina 
ureat measure it is these important 
considerations which will make the 
Middle West the starting point of 
“reat social and political movements 
tor the betterment of Canada, a 

Other Influences 

There is still another natural and 
physical agency which must not be 
lost sight of which has had and will 
continue to have an important influ- 
ence on our development, namely, 
some of the more important physical 
features of the country. rom the 
Atlantic to the Pacific we have a 
length of territory extending over 
some 8,650 miles. Our inhabited areas 
do not extend very far north of the 
international boundary, The present 
settled line is extremely long and nar- 
row. This vast east and west streteh 
is broken tn British Columbia by gi- 
gantic mountain ranges and again at 


Lake Superior by a great natural 
rocky barrier at least 500 miles wide 
Nature, as if intending some compen- 
sation for this last obstruction, has 
given us the St. Lawrence and the 
Great Lakes with their navigable 


waters extending away to the western 
side of this great barrier This: means 
of communication, however, is unfor 
tunately open only for a portion of 
the year. That great stretch of bar- 
ren country will, according to all pres- 
ent indications, always continue to be 
t great limitation or hindrance (to out 
uniform development, It is “an im- 
mense unchanging wedgr forever 
dividing the east from the west and a 
mighty obstruction to the free move- 
ment of our peoples and trade.‘ “Ihe 
path of least resistance is the one 
naturally fo'lowed and unfortunately 
Canada the path along the north 


of Lake Superior is the path of great- 
est possible resistance. All these physi- 
cal agencie have exerted anc will 


continue to exert their influence on 
our development, We must recognize 
them as fact 
The Future 

In all our speculationg as to our 
future let us keep before us the map 
of Canada so as not to lose sight of 
the physical agencies which are silently 
and inexorably influencing our destiny. 
voking at the map and soberly con- 
sidering the physical agency of soil, 
the extent of arable land and the topo- 
graphy of the country as a whole the 
hope of Canada to become a great 
nation, in my opinion lies, and ilies 
only, in rolling back that map horth-

ward over these great prairies. Com- 
paratively speaking, the east has fail- 
ed for a century and a half to attract 
a reasonable amount of settlers. There 
was a French settlement in Nova 
Scotia before even the English made a 
settiement in Virginia in 1607, Bast- 
ern Canada is not a new settlement by 
any means, we have owned it all since 
1769 and as things go in this continent 
it ig comparatively old. It is no doubt, 
true that there have been forces re- 
tarding development and that these 
have now in a measure passed away, 
but the physical agencies and natural 
limitations remain and on the whole, 
1 believe, her development will be slow 
as compared with the development of 
this virgin land. 
The Middle West 

The middle west of the United States 
a half-century ago eserted but little 
influence on the policy of that nation, 
‘Today that is all changed It’ now 
dominates the republic. It is both 
rich and populous, What the effect of 
the settlement of the west of that 
country had on the older and eastern 
settlements is no measure of the in- 
flueneces this prairie country will have 
on Bastern Canada. The vast_ extent 
of territory from Maine to Florida 
with its great accumulations of wealth 
and population appears to me to have 
presented a far more formidable bul- 
wark for Western America progress 
to pierce than WHastern Canada 
with its limited area of arable lands 
and comparative poverty can present 
to the onward march of our western 
Jand.

Louis Reil’s activities in Manitoba

69 and later on in the larger rebel- 
wn of 1885. His was an extraordin- 
®@y career. The events in which he 
figured became national issues be- 
tween the English and French races in 
Quebee and Ontario. His rebellions, 
his expulsion as a member of the 
House of Commons, his trial, sen- 
tence and death became the subject of 
fierce debates in Parliament which 
roused into extreme bitterness ‘the 
slumbering animosities of race, as- 
sisted in changing the Orange Order 
from a social organization into a 
strong political force and coupled with 
other minor events in the nature of 
riots between Orangemen and French 
Catholics Injected into what should 
have been a unity of brotherhood 
racial and religious intolerance. 

Sir Charles Tupper 

No man can say whether all those 
venerable fathers of Confederation 
had or had not visions of the far-off 
things we have lived to see, but it is 
certain that many of them were un- 
lly able men. Without in any 
detracting from the credit due 
any of them, reference is made here 
to one of their number who, in Can- 
ada and outside of Canada did much 
for the Dominion. Sir Charles Tup- 
per was the last survivor of those 
great men. He was the man of force 
during the testing days of the early 
governments. Many who were not 
brought up in a school of admiration 
for him, have lived to recognize that 
he was one of the most courageous 
and able men our public life has 
known. He was the man with un- 
wavering confidence in the future of 


his country and possessed of fighting 
ability, bern of strong convictions and 
faith Ilis party being in power for 
about twenty-four out of the first 
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twenty-eight or twenty-nine years of 
Confederation, his opportunities for 
service were great. His wonderful 
vitality and optimism even in ad- 
vanced age enabled him to keep at his 
post moug years than almost any other 
public n. 


Intelicctual Men 


If Canada was ngt rich in gold those 
early days of Confederation she cer- 
tainly was rich in the large number 
of inteliectuai men which adorned her 
public life. It would be too great a 
task to speak of them all and their 
several contributions to our progress. 
In 1867 and the early years immedi- 
ately following, say the country re- 
eeiving services from such men as 
Sir John A, MacDonald, that adroit, 
genial leader of men, premier for a 
quarter of a century; Howe, of Nova 
Scotia, orator and patriot, the early 
champion of responsible government 
in Canada, the. theretofore popular 
idol of his countrymen, later reviled 
by old friends for dropping the fight 
against Confederation; George Brown, 
of Ontario, a fearless journalist and 
speaker, a true friend of the people 
in their earlier fight for better gov- 
ernment and a champion of every- 
thing that was reform in a democratic 
sense; Hon, Alexander Mackenzie, in- 
cisive in debate, honest but narrow in 
his ideals, a victim of hard times and 


a too rigid theory of economy; FEad- 
ward Blake, with his political brief 
full of good constitutional law and 


logic temperamentally 
element and with not a 
spark of imagination to fire enthusi- 
asm in his followers; Cartwright, a 
clean, upright, talented, uncompro- 
mising fighter; Mills the learner; Sir 
George Cartier, leader of the French 
wing; Bowell; Gault; Donald Smith, 
afterwards Lord Strathcona, and 
young Wilfrid Laurier, afterwards our 
First Minister, Sir Wilfrid Laurier. 
These men were playing leading roles 
in that drama of party strife. Of the 
ones here mentioned Sir Wilfrid Lau- 
rier alone remains. It was his to play 
the leading role from 1896 to 1911.

The bitterness of party feeling of 
those earlier days among the people 
at large is unknown to this age or 
in this country It was one of the 
many evils that party government 
brought in its train. 

Hostile Camps 

Starting Confederation on a com- 
promise basis between provinces @nd 
with a coalition government composed 
of men who had been politically op- 
posed to each other, it was not long 
after the accomplishment of the main 
purpose, viz., Confederation, that sev- 
eral of these men began to develop 
personal jealousies and to align them- 
selves into hostile camps. The tariff 
had not as yet become a line of cleav- 
age between the parties. The clenav- 
age, as indicated by careful reading 
of history, was rather as to what fac- 
tion could control the government. It 
was Sir John Macdonald against the 
fifid; and the political history of 
Canada for upwards of thirty years 
is mainly centered around the moves 
that astute gentleman made to hold 
office and defeat all rivals. Sir John 
Was a resourceful man in a political 
campaign. So resourceful, in fact, 
that his retention of office created 
in his political opponents, whether 
deservedly or not, an intense personal 
hatred and a fierce criticism of his 
motives and political conduct 


interminable

The generation of today does not 
harbor any personal animosity against 
any of the fathers of Confederation 


as the older generations who were po!l- 
‘

itfeally active against them did. We, 
tn this age remember only their devo- 
tion and t joint accomplishment. 
A biographet of Lord Randolph 
Churchill says: ‘A politician's charac- 
ter and position are measured tn their 
day by party standards. When he is 
dead all that he achieved in the name 
of party is at an end. The eulogies 
and censures of partizans are power- 
less to affect his ultimate reputation. 
The sesles wherein he wae welghed 
are broken, the years to come being 
weights and measures of their own.”

Rapid Growth 

Ry the beginning of the twentieth 
century Canada began to show evi- 
deneces of rapid growth, Our manu- 
facturers were getting well established, 
our mines developed, the West was 
attracting attention, we had awakened 
interest in the Motherland in our de- 
velopment by the insertion of the 
British preference in our tariff, and 
the world generally was attracted to 
us by our slight participation in the 
Boer war. 

Greater Canada 

To attempt to ascribe reasons for 
the developments that Canada has 
made since the beginning of the pre- 
sent century might lead to controver- 
sial phases of federal politics, which 
subject need not be a part of this ar- 
ticle. During this period, however, 
the Greater Canada has been evolved, 
Our population has greatly increased, 
much mileage has been added to our’ 
railway systems, small cities have be- 
come great centres of population and 
trade, the Dominion has admitted 
these two new provinces into Con- 
federation and Canada is everywhere 
known and well spoken of. The last 
three years have given us a new and 
distinctive characteristic of a nation 
in arms. In such a role Canada has 
done credit to herself not only in the 
magnitude of her offering, but in the 
spirit of her gift. 


The War m 


What over the whole course of the 
history of British North America is 
there to compare with what Canada is 
doing in this war? Herein lies a re- 
velation of the potentialitios of the 
Canadian people when they rise unit- 
edly to support a cause. When the 
call came political differences between 
the two great parties at once disap- 
peared and a united people forthwith 
proceeded to accomplish things they 
would never have believed themselves 
capabl of attempting. Our. achieve- 
ments at home and in Europe show 
that after all the spirit of selfishness 
and individualism which had been 
universally rampant in this new con- 
tinent and which had found its chief 
expression in a mad race for wealth, 
has not stopped the Canadian people 
of a keen sense of duty to high ideals 
nor of their determination of pre- 
serving the same to the world. It 
costs our people much in every way 
to be in this war, to the extent that 
we are in it, but who is there amongst 
us, having learned for a trutn since 
the war began that Germany by a 
deceitful policy of apparent friendli- 
ness, but really of “i onnee and pre- 
paredness in secret, was preparing to 
murder us in our "sleep, regrets the 
step our people have taken?

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but with it all we have the sense of 
acting in a higher sphere than we 
have ever yet experienced. Unity is 
eomething new and refreshing in our 
national life. 

When we May y 3 wae elatively 
la roen of French-' 
an then add to those of that raco 
the peoples of many nationalities who 
have settled on these vast areas of 
Canada, it is evident that the problem 
of.fusing all our peoples into a great 
democracy with British ideals, is the 

amount problem confronting us. 

e task is more difficult to accom- 

plish in Canada than in the United 
States and that for many reasons 
which are quite apparent. If the 
reat bulk of our foreign (I mean 
Huropean) immigration wag cones 
from Norway, Sweden and Dénmark, 
the task would be easier of solution. 
These people are amongst our nearest 
kin racially. They are intelligent, in- 
dustrious, independent, willing to seg- 
regate in order to better their posi- 
tion and for that reason amalgamate 
readily and very quickly as epmpared 
with those people who desire to live 
in communities. 

We have however, not drawn many 
from those sources, but have drawn 
mostly from Southwestern Russia, 
Austrian Poland, Hungary and the 
Balkans. <A large number of these 
people belong to the Slavonic race. 
‘They come from countries where rival 
races hate each other and where the 
political pot is always on the boil. 
The Balkans, as we well know, have 
been a collection of petty nations 
where trouble is either in full swing or 
brewing. How long will it take us 
by the most exemplary conduct on 
our part to educate peasants from 
such regions and make them intelli- 
gent, patriotic Canadians? 

Personal Rights 

These people have been trampled 
upon for centuries, They had become 
almost indffferent to suffering. They 
come to a land of freedom from lands 
of oppression. They have little knowl- 
edge of political personal rights. We, 
of British origin, read the history of 
political and social development of 
peoples with a great comparative 
pride in our own. We learn that men 
of our race achieve progress in gov- 
ernment and in the assertion of per- 
#onal rights centuries before other 
peoples, 

A Stupendous Task 

This acheivement may not be solely 
the result of any imherent superiority 
in our race but ragher the result of 
opportunity afford, man by the in- 
security in which fhe leaders of dom- 
inant rival races in England found 
themselves in the centuries following 
the Norman conquest and also to the 
insular and secure position of Great 
Britain. Be that as it may, the fact 
is that we are in in? assertion of per- 
sonal rights and liberties, centuries 
ahead of these people who come to 
make their homes with us in Canada. 
They, the Slavonic races, have not as 
yet the spirit of individuality that we 
have, but for the most part are labori- 
ous, submissive, dreamy and imprac- 
tical men whose ancestors for genera- 
tions have lived the life and ideals of 
commun§gstic peoples, Is it mot a 
stupendous task to make these people 
see as we see and feel as we do? If 
our hope in them is to be realized, 
their children must be educated in 
our schools throughout Canada—ex- 
cept Quebec—in the English langauge 
and the elementary, schools through- 
out Canada—except Quebec—should 


teach no other language. If the Brit- 
ish North America Act will not permit 
us to do this we shoult have it 
changed. It was prepared in Canada

anyway. The imperial authorities 
would have no objection to making 
afy needed changes if public opinion 
is behind the move. All aliens should 
be taught to take a patriotié interest 
and pride in British institutions and 
eals. We must evolve some new 
standards of citizenshi for all our 
people and those standards must re- 
quire of us all, alien included, some 
service of some kind to the state, 
Unider the present system the poor 
alien adult has few chances to learn 
any duties of citizenship by contact 
with our pepole. How can he be ex- 
pected to make any great change in 
spirit under existing conditions? 

In common with the United States 
our democratic practices of govern- 
ment fail to nationalize aljens. In 
fact, our practices have, the op- 
posite effect’ The state has been as 
a separate conception or unreal thing 
or myth and the foreigner both in the 
United States and’ Canada has only 
been learning that he is part of the 
Austrian vote, or the German yote, 
or some other kind of political ma- 
chine vote. This is against tho in- 
terests of the state. It is most detri- 
mental to the absorption of races, 

Keeps its Word 

History teaches that racial absorption 
is retarded rather than hastened by 
arbitrary measures. There-can be 
seen, however, in this war a great 
force which is going to assist ug in a 
more speedy amalgamation of these 
alien peoples into our empire, That 
force is the realization by our new- 
comers that our empire is one which 
keeps its agreements and to maintain 
its plighted word is willing to give its 
last dollar and equip for war its last 


man. 
No Hero Worshipers 

Our alien new-co:mer knows nothing 
of the history of Britain’s/ past 
achievements. He has no hero-worship 
in common with us. What he sees now 
is an open demonstration at close 
range of the greatness and high moral 
character of the nation which is his 
new home. He observes that without 
military compulsion free men, rich 
and poor, high and lowly are volun- 
tarily giving their freedom and that it 
is the spirit of the empire which calls 
our men to do these deeds and that he 
is a part of such an empire. While 
we are wrestling with this problem of 
alien pecpic would it not be worth 
while for our immigration authorities 
ta encourage immigration only of 
peoples speaking our language or, next 
best, of those who have an aptitude 
for assimilation with us. Let ug as 
citizens stand back of the immigration 
policy which looks to quality first, Let 
us not be too impatient about filling up 
our country with numbers. If we wish 
to preserve Canada to the British 
empire our immigration motto should 
be “safety first.’ 

Writing in Blood 

We are writing in blood Canada’s 
first chapter in the world’s history of 
national achievements, In this fiftieth 
year we stand on the threshold of a 
new era. We have crowned the last 
years of the firat half-century with the 
greatest sacrifice that any people can 
make. In the remaining half of the 
first century relatively greater pro- 
gress will be made in the acquisition 
of knowledge, in the systems of gov- 
ernment and in the material comforts 
of our pioneer peoples; The war is 
ridding us of the curse of alcoholic 
intemperance, has brought us closer 
together in ideals and in the greater 
things of life which really count. 
Through the influence of a great cause 
enlling for universal sacrifice, we have 
evolved the new Canada—-a Canada

Veterans Don't Want Lump Sum 
for Disability, so Inform 
Pension Board 


Returned soldiers who have com- 


plaints concerning pensions were ac- 
corded sympathetic hearing Tuesday 
evening, when the board of pension 
commissioners for Canada held a 
special meeting in the Great War 
Veterans’ Association rooms for the 
purpose of listening to grievances 
from Edmonton's war heroes, Nu- 
merous objections to the scale of pen- 
sions were heard, and the men had 
all their complaints against the gov- 
ernment handled in a manner that re- 
sulted in a five-minute demonstration 
of applause when the conference had 
been brought to a close. 
The principal qugstion 


ed men on re-examination as to what | 


wages they had been earning since 
their discharge from the army. The 
opinion was expressed by several that 
this question Was insulting, but the 
commissioners contended that it was 
not asked with a view to cutting down 
the applicant's pension, but with the 
purpose of obtaining statistical infor- 
mation for the government. They 
stated, however, that so many return- 
ed soldiers had taken offence at the 
query that the government was being 
pressed to cancel the _ interrogation 
from the list of questions asked sol- 
diers who had tak 'n up civilian life. 
One of the assurances given the 
members of the audience, many of 
whom were still in khaki, was to the 
effect that were they dissatisfied with 
the money they were receiving from 
the finance department they could at 
any time appeal from the decision 
that had heen registered in_ their 
case when it was first dealt with, One 
of the principal points emphasized by 
the commissioners was that the board 
of pension commissioners for Canada 
was working in the interests of the re- 
turned soldier and not against him. 
The fact that a returned soldier was 
earning a comfortable living would not 
in any degree lessen his pension. The 
amount he was receiving monthly 


was based on the extent of his disabil- | 


ity received In battle and the fact of 
his having taken advantage of voca- 
tional training would not decrease the 
amount of his cheque. The system of 
paying a returned soldier for his dis- 
ability In a lump sum was condemned 
and the men assured that an effort 
was being made to have this scheme 
done away with in afovor of a regular 
monthly remittance.

_ SPECIAL REPORT OF BOARD OF 


TRADE-- INSPECTION FAULTY 


|Committee That Investigated Food Potentialities Recom- 


mends That No More Fish Be Taken Out of Lakes, 
But That on the Other Hand the 15 Per Cent. 


Waste Be Eliminated. 


“Your committee find no reason for recommending that the 
| weight of fish permitted to be taken from the lakes of Northern Al- 
| berta during either the summer or winter season should be increased,’’ 
| stated the report of the special committee of the Board of Trade, of 


*| which the chairman was H. M. Martin. 


This committee had been 


asked to make inquiries into the fishing industry of Alberta. 


The report proceeded : 


Regulations Disregarded. 

It is recommended that fishing op- 
erations on at least the more import- 
ant lakes euch ao Lesser Slave Lake, 
Wabamun, Lac Ste. Anne and Lac 
la Biche should be subjected to effec 
tive supervision or inspection for the 
purpose of enforcing rigorous observ- 
ance of the regulations. Information 
which has reached your committee 
leads to the belief that the regulations 
have been largely disregarded; fish- 
ermen whose licenses entitled them to 
use 300 yards of net have in some 
instances used several times that 
length; and it is believed that 90 per 
cent of the fishermen on Leeser Slave 
Iake were, during the open season, 
veing more net than ts permitted; 
and the fishermen at Lac Ste, Anne 
are said now to be using much longer 
nets than the law permits and that 
fishing there is now being done for 
export purposes. Neis are left longer 
without lifting than is proper, result- 
ing in fish being taken out, out of 
condition. Fish after being taken out 
| are often left too long before being 
put under cover, resulting in waste, or 
in figh going on to the market in poor 
condition, Sunday fishing is practiced 
contrary to law. 

rous Inspection, 

It is considered that fish should be 
subjected to rigorous inspection #im- 
{lar to that usually accorded to meat. 
for the protection of the consumer and 
dealer. 
| Itis believed that inspectors at these 
lakes should be provided with gasoline 
motor boats to enable them to move 
about rapidly and keep the fishing op- 
erations under proper observation at 
all times, enabling them to see that 
the regulations are observed 

Rigorous supervision of operations 
| by a competent inspector on each lake 


| is strongly urged, both for ‘the con- 
trol of fighing with a view to conserv- 
|ing the supply, and also to ensure 
| fish being shipped in good condition 
for the protection of tn consumer 
and the dealer. It is estimated that 15

It is suggested that it should be re 
quired, buoys should be placed at each 
end of every net, such buoys to bear 
the number of the license under which 
the net {s operated.

Reduce Number of Licenses, 

While it is believed that the amount 
of fish permitted to be taken should 
rema@i: is at present, the number of 
licenses should be greatly reduced. At 
Lesser Slave Lake this summer the 
Umit of 500,000 pounds of whitefie 
was taken out in 21 days by about 175 
holders of licenses. A much similar 
condition prevailed at Lac la Biche. 
This tende to render it unprofitable 
for a fisherman to provide himecif 
with the necessary eauipment to en- 
able the industry to be carried on to 
the best edvantage. It also tends to 
throw too much fish on the market 
at one time, leaving the local market 
bare of fresh caught fish for too long 
a period, Had the number of licenses 
at this lake been Nmited to about 75, 
this would have resulted to the ad- 
vantage both of the fishermen and 
the Alberta consumer. Nearly all the 
fish caught during this short period 
is shipped out of the Dominion or pu! 
in cold storage and held for higher 
prices, which the consumer must pay, 
for the supply then is ehut off 
This ght be remedied if the Hmi: 
in weight were changed to a certain 
amount per month during the fish- 
ing e#eason 

The regulations Iimiting the length 
of net to be used by one fisherman 
should be strictly enforced; and li- 
censes should be granted to only ac- 
tual fishermen, as it is found that the 
granting of licenses to others leade 
to abuses 

Spread in Prices. 

It is believed that there \s altogether 
too much spread between the price 
paid to fishermen and the price which 
the Alberta consumer has to pay for 


fish. The following table ehows the

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| Westlock Fair Awards 


Competitions for the boys and girls 
were the most important feature of 
the fourth annual exhibition of the 
Westlock ricultural society held last 
Saturday. It was a one day fair, but 
deducting the time of receiving entries 
in the morning and the judging hago | 
most of the afternoon, the visitors ha 
only an hour or two after the judging 
to inspect the prize-winning exhibits 
before the time came for the — 
home. The quality of the exhibits an 
the extent of the competitions war- 
rante@ a two-fay fair or at least a 
longer time between the judging and 
the break-up of the fair. The receiv- 
ing of entries on the morning of the 
fair is a great convenience to the ex- 
hibitors who come from a distance tut 
it is also a handicap to_ the directors 
who would Otherwiee desire to start 
the judging earlier in the day. 

An other very successful teature of 
the fall fair at Westlock js that it is 
purely and simply an agricultural ex- 
hibition, for no sports program was 
arranged and the crowd who came 
from a large radius round about the 
town were all keenly interested in the 
program of agricultural competition. 

The crops around Westlock are ex- 
cellent, with only a comparatively 
small area damaged by hail. During 
an extensive motor trip through the 
district the Bulletin representative no- 
ticed many gardens with potato tops 
still untouched by frost. Experienced 
local farmers report that the wheat 
yield will go from 25 to 40 bushels per 
acre and oats from 60 to 60 bushels 
nd acre. Almost everywhere large 
1elds of breaking are to be found and 
one local resident estimated that the 
crop area for 1918 will be 75 per cent 
more than in 1917. Ten tractors were 
busy ‘breaking in the Westlock district 
this season, When it is remembered 
that much of the new breaking meant 
the preliminary clearing of brush and 
that there are large areas of brush 

iles ready for breaking next year an 
dea of the effort put forth by farm- 
ers of the Westlock district to increase 
the productivenes of their farms can 
be better realized. 

The roads are improving. Many 
autos were present at the fair. Three 
car loads of automobiles have been 
sold in the Westlock district this year 
and others were driven in from the 
city. The mail stage !s still hauled by 
a team but two motor transport lines 
operate through Westlock from Clyde 
to Barrhead and when traffic warrants 
on westward to Mosside or even be- 
yond the Athabasca. 

The vegetable exhibit of the West- 
lock gardens is a testimony to the 
fertility of the soil and the competition 
for a silver shield showed that agricul- 
ture has {ts proper place in the curri- 
culum of the schools of the district. 
The collection of vegetables indicated 
abundant local food supply. 

Westlock auxiliary No. 657 of the 
Canadian Red Cross society held a tag 
day and operated a refreshment booth 
with the proceeds to be devoted to 
ambulance work. 

In the live stock departments there 
was a@ very creditable showing especi- 
ally of young stock showing the effeot 
of the pure bred sires used by the lo- 
cal breeders. The local market for 
cream at three local creamery agen- 
cies has added an impetus to the 
dairying business. In the pens at the 
fair were 40 chickens, 6 geese, 15 
sheep and 27 pigs. 

The government judges Messrs. T. 
Rawlinson and Geo. Hutton Sr. both 
spoke woris of praise for the West- 
lock district as observed in the judging 
ring and also during their extensive 
travels through the district. Consider- 
ing the coming development in both 
live stock raising and grain growing 
and the co-operative system of mar- 
keting already established, the agri- 
cultural industries of the district are 
soon to be founded on a solid basis. 

‘The following are the officers of the 
Westlock Agricultural society for the 
year 1917: Hon. president, Hon. Frank 
Oliver, M.P.; Hon. Duncan Marshall, 
M.P.P., minister of agriculture; Mr.
